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six-year terms expire. This section shall not be printed as a per-
manent part of the Code of Iowa.

SEC. 78. The terms of office of the directors of a county or merged
county school system that contains a population of two hundred fifty
thousand, or more, and a school corporation which contains a city
with a population of two hundred thousand, or more, shall be four
years. The election for such office shall be as prescribed by law in
each odd-numbered year. A board of five members shall have three
members elected at one election and two at the next election. A board
of seven members shall have four members elected at one election
and three at the next election. If, upon the expiration of normal
terms, there is elected more than the number prescribed at any elec-
tion, those elected shall select by lot the length of their terms, some for
four years and some for two years, so that the proper number of
directors will be elected at the next election and each subsequent
election thereafter.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section twenty-five A point fourteen (25A.14), Code
1966, is hereby amended by adding the following new subsection:

“Any claim based upon damage to or loss or destruction of private
property, both real and personal, or personal injury or death, when
such damage, loss, destruction, injury or death occurred as an incident
